The Federal Court Has so 
Decided. 


The Fair Will Not Be Open Hereafter 
on Sunday. 


The Prineess Eulalia Greeted by a 
Mighty Host. 


Fully 200,000 Were at the Grounds Last 
Night to View the Many Attrac- 
tions—Buffalo Bill and 
His Outfit, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaco, June 8.—|By the Associated 
Press.| A majority of the United 
States Ciréuit Court today decided that 
the World’s Fair must close on Sundays. 
Judges Woods and Jenkins ordered that 
an injunction be issued restraining the 
officials from opening the gates of the 
fair grounds. Judge Grosscup  dis- 
sented, recommending that the injunc- 
tion applied for by the United States 
District Attorney be not granted. The 
decisions of Judges Woodsand Jenkins, 
though reaching the same point of view 
in the end, take action on widely diverg- 
ing grounds, and the dissenting opinion 
differs radically from both. The court- 
room was crowded when the decisions 
were read. Judge Woods read his own 
opinion, in which he concluded that 
Jackson Park was lawfully devoted for 
exposition purposes, and that the expo- 
sition had been, in fact, turned over to 
the control of the’ Federal Govern. 
ment by the local corporation, and that 
its control was therefore as absolute as 
its control 6f the Federal biilding. He 
held that the Sunday closing rule hav- 
ing once been passed by .the 
local directory and approved ‘by the 
National Commission, the former 
body could not changeit. Regarding 
the case before Judge Stein of the 
State court, he held it was no bar to 
the proceedings, because itis inadmis- 
sible to say that the Government must,. 
in comity, yield to a State court. 
Judge Jenkins took the view that the 
Sunday closing condition was not.a 
question of religious belief, but it was 
a matter of scientific research that 
man required one day to rest, and that 
this had been recognized by the United 
States ever since their formation, 
The resolution of the direttory to re- 
turn the souvenir coins, he claimed, was 
no tender atall. He said the question 
did not hinge onthe question of the 
possession ofthe grounds by the Fed- 
eral Government, and conciuded by 
recommending that the injunction issue. 

Judge Grosscup, in dissenting, held 
that the commissioners had jurisdiction 
over the exhibits in awarding prizes, 
and also the right to modify, but not to 
make, rules. He took an exactly oppo- 
site view from Judge Woods in refer- 
ence tojhe $5,000,000 appropriated 
by Congress, holding that it was not in 
the nature of a gift, but a contract be- 
tween the United States and a local 
corporation. He said if the National 
Commission had charge of the exposi- 
tion, as claimed, it was the first time he 
had ever heard of a donor making him- 
self adonation. The Government hav- 
ing broken its contract by withholding 
part of this appropriation, therefore 
the local organization was released 
from its contract with the Government. 
He therefore disagreed with the con- 
clusions of the other judges. 

Attorney Walker immediately ap- 
pealed to the United States Court of 
Appeals, and the question will be con- 
sidered at 9:50 a.m. tomorrow. Direc- 
tor-General Davis said: ‘‘Certainly we 
will keep within the,law, and if that’s 
the law the fair will be closed on Sun- 


davs.”’ Vice-President de Young of the 
National Commission said: 
opinion is a surprise to me. The 


National Government could make no 
law affecting Sabbath observance in 
lllinois, so it made a contract with the 
local directory and then broke it.’’ 
Other members of the local directory 
and National Commission decline to talk.

The day was bright, beautiful, and 
the temperature just right to be out of 
doors, and the World’s Fair never 
looked so beautiful as when visited by 
the Princess Eulalia this morning. 
That she was astonished and delighted 
beyond measure by what she saw w as 
fully evinced in her demeanor through- 
out, and the undisguisedly keen inter- 
est she took in everything she saw. 
The Princess and party were driven to 
the fair over-a beautiful boulevard, 
escorted by the Chicago Hussars. En- 
tering Midway Plaisance, that med- 


‘ley of ail nations, she was received by 


the barbarians of every clime with the 
homage peculiar to them and with the 
accompaniment of. native music. En- 
tering the fair proper she was driven to 
the Administration building, where 
breakfast wassecved ina room beauti- 
fully decorated.

‘witcz was mobbed by forty Polish stu- 


dents in Lemberg today in view of his 
visit to the Pope, which the Poles re- 
gard as treason to the Greek Catholic 
Charch, of which he is prelate. The 
students threw rotten eggs at the arch- 
bishop, and his coachman stopped the 
horses and tried to climb into the car- 
riage. Five men reached over the 
doors and beat the archbishop with 
canes, while others tossed dirt, eggs 
and vegetables. The archbishop was 
caught twice on the collar and was 
dragged from his carriage, but each 
time tore himself loose. Police at- 
tacked the students, but were..driven 
back. Reinforcements were summoned, 
and, after a hot skirmish, nineteen of 
the students were arrested, others 
fled. Bishop Kuljowski of Staystan, 
who had come upon the mob jin the 
worst of the fight, and had attempted 
to defend the archbishop, was severely 
cut and bruised onthe face and neck. 
The archbishop’s face was bleeding, 
and he was covered with filth. Both 
he and the bishop were accompanied 
home by the police.

Eyans and Sontag Appear’ 
Again at Visalia. . 


Sheriff Kay Organiz3s a Posse and 
Surrounds Evans's Howse. 


The Outlaws Suceessfully Elude Their 
Would-be Captors. 


The News of the Arrival of the Pair Cre- 
ates the Wildest Excitement in the 
Town—Mrse. Evans Expresses 
a Wish. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Visauia, June 8.--[Special. | ‘Evans 
and Sontag, the bandits, wee in town 
again last night and up to noon today. 
It is believed that they left soon after 
noon, however, and that they had no 
trouble in making their escape unob- 
structed in broaddaylight. Sheriff Kay 
and a posse surrounded the house dur- 
ing the afternoon and then satis- 
fied himself that the men _. had 
escaped. The information that the 
bandits were in town was absolutely 
correct and reliable, and was obtained 
from two different sources. They were 
also seen en route to this city last night 
by the engineer on the south-bound pas- 
senger train on the Porterville branch 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad. Last 
night Sheriff Kay received word anony- 
mously that Evans and Sontag, dis- 
guised ir women’s clothing, were atthe 
former’s house in the northwestern 
partoftown. Sheriff Kay has received 
so many improbable’ reports of 
the bandits’ whereabouts that he 
placed no particular confidence in this 
last rumor, but proceeded in- 
vestigate it. This forenoon he _re- 
ceived word from a responsible party 
that the outlaws were at home, and had 
driven to this city with a horse and 
cart. This news reached him about 
noon, his informant stating that the 
bandits were there at fifteen minutes 
to 12. Sheriff’ Kay commenced at 
once to gather a posse of a dozen brave 
men, whocould be relied on if the oc- 
casion required. About 2 o’clock the 
officers drove out to the Evans house 
and surrounded it effectually. 

Up to the time of their departure 
from town, the news that Evans and 
Sontag were here was kept quiet, but 
the news soon spread, and the town was 
all excitement in a few minutes. Peo- 
ple gathered on the streets in groups, 
waiting to hear the reports of the guns 
of the bandits and officers in deadly 
conflict, but the battle royal did not 
take place. A number of people clamb- 
ered up the steps of the Courthouse 
tower for the purpose of witnessing the 
battle, and were armed with no more 
formidable a weapon than a telescope. 
After the officers had completely sur- 
rounded the house, Sheriff Kay, accom- 


panied by Ed Byrd, Mrs. Evans’s 
nephew, went up to the bandit’s 
house, and were met by the train 
robber’s children, and then Mrs. Evans 
and her mother, Mrs, Isabella Byrd, 
came out. The Sheriff asked if Evans 
and Sontag were there, and Mrs. Byrd 


said they were not, and invited Kay in 
to search the premises. Mrs. Evans at 
first refused to allow the place to be 
searched unless the officer had a. war: 
rant for such a -proceéding. Kay in- 
formed her he had that right without a 
warrant. Mrs.’ Evans thea stated that 
her husband and companion in arms, 
Sontag, were mot there, and said that 
the premises could be searched for the 
bandits. Sheriff Kay said he was satis- 
fied'himself that the outlaws were not 
thece, but he was positive that they 
had beenthere. Mr. Kay sent word to 
the officers to go back to town, as the 
bandits had escaped again. An Exam- 
iner representative drove up to Evans's 
barn, but there was nothing in it except 
an old buckboard, a vehicle that Mrs. 
Evans used in her travels. After the 
officers left the place, Mrs. Evans, who 
was very much excited, engaged in con- 


versation with several young men, who | 


remained about the place. She asked 
them why they lingered around, as they 
were in range of the bandits’ guns, 
from the second story of Mrs. Byrd's 
house. The young men said that they 
were not outthere to hunt the bandits, 
but only wanted to be eve-witnesses of 
any battle that mighttake place. One 
of the_young men said that Kay showed 
good judgment inmot going into the 
house, and Mrs. Evans repeated the 
words, emphasizing them as they fell 
from her lips. Some member of the 
posse left his gun near the place, and, 
Mrs. Evans picked it up and said it was 
avery good gun. Elevating it to her 
shoulder she aimed it at an imag- 
inary foe and said that if Detec- 
tine Smith of the Southern. Pa: 
cific was in range that she would 
send in a shot. Eva, Mrs. Evans’s 
daughter, asked her what would be the 
matter with firing a few loads. She 
answered by saying that the 
would kick. Mrs. Evans pulled out the 
cartridges in the gun and took them 
into her house, and afterward drove 
down town and left the weapon at the 
Sheriff's office. Before leaving she 
told the young men that she believed 
that the officer’s visit was only a ruse, 
and twat” they inteided to” 
round the house tonight.

A Porterville gentleman arrived, in 
town this morning, and stated that 
Engineer Phipps, on the East Side 
branch, had seen Evans and Sonjag 
last night crossing the track at Tarusa, 
eight miles northeast of this city. 
Phipps is the engineer who was held up 
by Evans and Sontag last Angust at 
Collis, Fresno county, where the ban- 
dits commenced their career of crime. 
Phipps is positive that he saw 
the men, and he has every reason to be- 
lieve it, as the train-robbery last year is 
stillfresh in his memory. It has been 
said that Evansand Sontag have ut- 
tered threats to geteven with Phipps 
because he gave such damaging testi- 
mony against George Sontag, convicted 
in Fresno and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment in Folsom for complicity in 
the robbery. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 


The Outlaws Surrounded by a Large 
Posse. 

VisaLia (Cal.,) June 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Last night Sheriff Kay 
received information that Evans and 
Sontag, the fugitive highwaymen, were 
intown, but he did not make an at- 
tack, fearing a repetition of the 
last flasco. At 12:15 today he 
received what he considered reliable 
information thatthe men, were at the 
Evans house. A posse of one hundred 
men was organized and the house sur- 
rounded. ‘he Sheriff, accompanied by 
a nephew of Evans, went to the house, 
btt the men were not found.

Annexationists Will 
With’A Protectorate. 


Satisfied 


Dynamite Seare, in Which Both 
Sides are Suspected. 


A Rumor That Blount Has Resigmed— 
Nothing Known in Regard to the 
Matter at the State De- 
partment.

June 1.—[Correspondence 
ofthe Associated Press per steamer 
Alameda, via San Francisco, Jnue 8&.] 
Noone knows how or why, but the fact 
remainsthatthe annexation party of 
Ilawaii have settled in their own minds 
that the United States is going to es- 
tablish a protectorate over the islands. 
Annexation, except as something in the 
future, is not now discussed. The cry, 
“Annexation or nothing,’ is no longer 
heard. it is reported that Minister 
Blount has dropped a hint that a pro- 
tectorate isthe proper thing to look 
for. Itis known that the provisional 
government held a consultation this 
morning with Minister Blount. It is 
extremely improbable that any trouble 
willoccur. Jf the constant protesta- 
tions of the Royalists are to be be- 
lieved, they have no intention of mak- 
ing a move until after the decision of 
the United States is known. So far 
Claus Spreckels has not gained much 
by his efforts to embarrass the govern- 
ment financially. Minister of Finance 
Damon betrays no concern about the 
matter and says that the $95,000 re- 
payment, which is demanded by Spreck- 
els, has been guaranteed by a number 
of wealthy supporters of the govern- 
ment, and that Mr. Spreckels will re- 
ceive his money before the end of the 
week. 

Now that Mr. Spreckels has had his 
fling, the subject of retaliation is being 
discussed. There is talk of stopping 
the subsidy of 31000 per month now 
paid to the Spreckels Oceanic steam- 
ship line. There was atime when the 
Oceanic line was of great value to Ha- 
waii, but now that the new Canadian 


Pacific tine, the Pacific Mail, and Occi- |. 


dental and Oriental steamship compa- 
nies make Honvlulu a port of call, the 
annexationists do not deem the Oceanic 
line essential to their prosperity. 

Me acceptance of the position of 
Minister of Finance by S. W. Damon 
has given the impression that the big 
banking concern of which he is a mem- 
ber has become the financial backer of 
the provisional government, and that a 
large amount of gold is expected on the 
Monowai tomorrow, which will make 
the government independent of other 
aid than that of Damon's firm. 

During the temporary absence of the 
warship Boston, Admiral Skerritt has 
placed his flag on the Adams, at present 
the only American war vessel in Hono- 
lulu Harbor. 

Honolulu had a genuine dynamite 
scare last night. During a concert at 
the Hawaiian Hotel, at which most of 
the people of the town were assembied, 
the police officers saw three men acting 
ina suspicious manner near the ex- 
(Jueen’s residence on Washington place. 
When ordered to halt two of the men 
drove off ina hack, and the third ran 
away in the darkness. Near where the 
man on foot was seen officers discov- 
ered three dynamite bombs and a,small 
bottle of fulminate of mercury. A shot 
was fired at the man, but missed him, 
and the police have no clew to the 
bomb-carriers. Co. B of volunteers 
was called .out immediately, and 
guarded the palace and barracks all 
night. It is thought by officers 
of the provisional government that 
the bombs were to been 
used to blow up the barracks in which 
the provisfonal army was sleeping. 
President Dole, when seen, stated that 
he thought that the finding of bombs 
was proot of the reported conspiracy 
to restore the Queen, as did Atty.-Gen. 
Smith. The government has quietly 
been organizing three more companies 
of volunteer soldiers. Most of them 
are already armed, and the remainder 
will be furnished with weapons, a con- 
signment of which is reported to have 
arrived trom San Francisco on the Mon- 
oWaithis morning. a 

Although no official news has yet 
been made public, it is stated that the 
government has received private let- 
ters from Washington assuring them 
that a protectorate will be declared by 
the United States. «Minister Blount bas 
not made public any additional instruc- 
tions he may have received, and it is 
not believed he received any by today’s 
mail. 

Ex-Queen Liliuokalani is preparing.a 
lengthy statement to be given Minister 
Blount. In it she recites the history of 
her short reign and the causes leading 
to her downfall, and gives her views as 
to her treatment by the provisional 
government. The ex-Queen and her 
former Cabinet, Messrs. Parker, Corn- 
well, Peterson and Colburn, held a 
meeting yesterday, at which this state- 
ment discussed.

ROYALTY IN DISTRESS. 


| The Duke of Veragua's Brother Falls 
Prostrate from Sickness. 


(O.,) June 8&.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Duke of Veragua 
arrived this morning as a guest of the 
city, the largest in the world named 
after his ancestor. The hotels being 
crowded by politicians, they were en- 
teriained at the residence of H. T. Chit- 
tenden, to which he was escorted by the 
Mavor, a citizen’s committee and a de- 


tachment of militia. This afternoon 
the ducal party reviewed a parade of 
1300 school children. He was wel- 


comed and presented the keys of the 
city. ‘fomorrow the militia and civic 
societies will parade. 

Cotumsvs (O.,) June 8.—A sensational 
event marked the close of the school 
children’s parade today in honor of the 
Duke of Veragua. The Duke's brother 
was stricken with angina pectoris and 
fell prostrate on the grand stand. He 
suffered ‘rightful agony, and the attack 
seemed likely to result fatally, owing to 
the terrific jam of spectators and ina- 
bility of tne authorities to force back 
the people to give the nobleman suffi- 
cient air. 

Bishop Watterson staid ready to ad- 
ministerthe last sacrament. An elec- 
tric battery was brought into operation 
by the physicians who had been called. 
The pain gradually disappeared. The 
attack was probably brought on by the 
excitement of the day, by the cheering 
andtumult in the convention which 
nominated McKinley, and the remarka- 
ble sight of the procession of school 
children, which was miles in length. 

(HE IS RECOVERING. 


(U.,) June 8.—While the 
Duke and party were on the reviewing 
stand the Marquis Barbalos was seized 
‘with an attack of neuralgia of the 
heart, and was taken toa near-by hos- 
pital. Hypodermic injections were ad- 
ministered without effect. The patient 
became violent, and several men were 
required to hold him. The battery 
which the Marquis had with him was 
applied several times, and the patient 
was soon in acondition to be moved. 
Two physicians remained with him sev- 
eral hours, and he recovered rapidly, 
though he will rot be able to partici- 
pate in the remaining exercises. 


STILL AT IT. 
Revolutionists Attempt to Assassinate 
resident Machado, 

New York, June 8.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| A dispatch from 
Managua, Nicaragua, says: ‘An at- 
tempt to assassinate President Machado 
of Nicaragua has been made. Anumber 
of Zavala’s fallowers were dissatisfied 


with the selection of Machado 
as president ad interim, and_ re- 
solved to storm the palace and 


assassinate Machado, and then, while 
the country was in a_— chaotic 
state, declare a union of church and 
state, with the revolutionary leaders, 
Zevala and Morales, at the head-of the 
government. 

President Machado, when he took 
possession, stationed his guards around 
the palace. By’a preconcerted move- 
ment on the part of the ultra revolu- 
tionists, the latter attemptedto take 
the palace by storm with three 
hundred men. The palace and local 
garrison kept offthe attacking party, 
but a fracas occurred wherein two rev- 
olutionists were killed outright, and 
six wounded seriously. One policeman 
and two of the local garrison were 
killed,

A Barnt Handkerchief Creates a Sensation 
in Court.

SIPS FOR SUMMER SIZZLERS. 


Soothing Drinks for Which the Thirsty 
Will Pant Ere Long. 

With the entrance of spring and 
summer comes the thought of summer 
drinks. Nearly every man has his own 
idea of the proper drink to cool one’s 
fevered throat and at the same time 
stimulate when the sun cavorts in dog- 
day glee. Business men who grow 
weak in the chase of the elusive dol- 
lar are most varied in their tastes for 
bracers when the mercury is trying to 
climb out of the top of the tube. 


Some few stick to the seductive cock-. 


tail, which is made in many ways. 
First and foremost among the cocktails 
the Commercial Gazette puts the old- 
fashioned whisky concoction, contain- 
ing a jigger of rye, a dash of angos- 
tura, some sweetening and a little 
lemon juice. This is really the ground- 
work for all. The variations are the 
gin and vermouth 
take the place of whisky. The “‘Man- 
hattan”’ is a prime favorite, having the 
whisky made tasty through a liberal 
application of vermouth. A choice old 
eocktail, which is said to remove the 
buzzing from one’s head after a night 
of dalliance with champagne, is made 
of fine brandy, with a good dash of 
absinthe. A coffee cocktail. is affected 
by some people. The name is given on 
account of its color, the component 
parts being port wine, egg and sugar. 
Medicines enter into these drinks, the 
“Calisaya’’ cocktail often being ordered 
when a fellow wants a drink and per- 
suades himself that he is developing 
chills and fever in order that he may 
allay his conscience. A very delicate 
species of cocktail is made of maras- 
chino, and is the delight of sporty boys 
in the evening. 

But the cocktail has a rival for a 
morning drink which is more palatable 
and better adapted to a thirsty throat, 
owing to its size. This rival is the 
“fizz,” primarily made of gin, lemon 
juice, sugar and ice, shaken until al- 
most frozen, strained into a tall glass 
and filled out with siphon soda. A 
body is given it by the addition of the 
white of an egg, when it is known as 
the “silver fizz’’ If the yolk only is 
used, then it ascends to the designation 
of a “‘golden fizz,’’ and if the whole egg 
goes into it then “royal fizz’’ is the ap- 
pellation. Not quite so heating as a 
cocktail, it is more alluring and at the 
same time more dangerous. Containing 
as it does a lot of soda, the imbiber 
thinks he can hold quite a number of 
them. So he can. Then the fizzes hold 
him in a grasp that a wholeday’s head- 
soaking will not shake off. 

Such are the morning drinks. During 
the day the fancy drinks are most 
called for. The summer frtits enter 
into these most extensively. Cobblers 
embellished with strawberries and cher- 
ries are relegated to the fairer sex. 
Very seldom does a man order one for 
himself. The mint julip, with its tow- 
ering sprigs of green, seemingly grow- 
ing from an icy base, is a favorite tip- 
ple among southerners, and is gradu- 
ally getting a good stomach hold here 
in the North. A most delicious drink, 
compounded by well-known jugglers of 
the ardent, is the ‘“‘peachblow.”” Half 
a dozen strawberries are macerated 
with a muddler; powdered sugar, or 
range juice, white of egg, curacoa and 
maraschino are added. Ice is packed 
in the glass; it is all shaken until thor- 
oughly chilled and then strained into 
a large punch glass. 

Punches are also in demand. They 
are made with milk for weak persons; 
without milk for well persons, and for 
old soaks, Santa Cruz or Jamaica rum 
is the proper’ caper. . Raspberries, 
strawberries, cherries and pineapple 
give a tasty bit to bite upon after the 
liquid is disposed of. Claret punches 
are made for chappies, who are very 
particular as to th® exact coloring, as 
it would hurt their feelings to hold in 
their hands anything not in complete 
harmony with their apparel. Another 
drink for the deah boys is calf’s head 
made of milk, eggs and flavoring ex- 
tracts. Of sterner stuff is the absinthe 
frappe—a greater toner for debilitated 
stomachs and one of the worst drinks 
in the world to get full on. A man 
with half a dozen absinthes sloshing 
around in his interior is ready to be- 
poe a pirate or sass his mother-in- 
aw. 

Probably the nicest drink on a hot 
summer’s day is the old-fashioned 
‘‘porter sang.’ A bottle of good stout, 
diluted with half its bulk of water, 
sweeetened with powdered sugar and 
chilled with a liberal application of 
ice, strained into a glass and grated 
nutmeg showered atop, puts one at 
peace with the world. It is a long 
drink and not especially exhilarating, 
but it is cooling and stimulates just 
enough. . 


CURIOUS GROWTH OF RATTAN. 


Tough Wood of the Climbing Palm 
Found in the Malayan Countries. 

Every one knows the pretty, light 
and graceful chairs and other articles 
of furniture made from rattan, but 
every one does not Know that the ex- 
tremely tough and _ flexible wood 
called rattan is that of the climbing 
palm tree. This curious climber, 
which is more of a vine than a tree, 
is said by the Philadelphia Times to 
be one of the singular characteristics 
of forest growth in the Celebes and 
other Malayan countries. Starting with 
a trunk a little thicker than a man’s 
arm, it winds throwgh the forest, now 
wrapping a tall tree in its folds like 
some gigantic snake, and then de- 
scending again to the earth and trail- 
ing along in snake-like curves until 
it can find some other stately tree to 
fasten and climb upon in its pursuit 
of light and air. The forest is so 
thick and jungle-like that it seems im- 
possible to follow the course of any 
of these serpent climbers, but there 
is little doubt that at the last the suc- 
cessful aspirant, which stooped and 
cringed so long below. will be found 
shooting up like a flagstaff a dozen 
feet or more above the tree which has 
helped it to rise. A use of rattan, 
which is unknown to those who have 
not seen it in its native forest, is as 
a water carrier. The thirsty traveler 
has at all times a tumbler of cool, re- 
freshing water at his.command by cut- 
ting off six or eight feet of rattan 
and putting one of the severed ends: to 
his mouth or holding it over a dish) to 
catch the water.

McKinrey Renominated by the 
Ohio Republicans.

O., June 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| With superb eloquence 
Gov. McKinley today received the lau- 
rels of success, a presage, perhaps, of 
higher honors to come. The great pro- 
tectionist, in magnificent form, and ac- 
cepting the nomination as Republican 
candidate for Governor of Ohio, out- 
lined a declaration of principles by 
which he may be judged as a candidate 
for the Presidency. 

After the State convention was 
opened by prayer, Permanent Chair- 
man H. M. Daugherty was introduced 


and made a speech of acceptance and. 


thanks on behalf of the young Repub- 
licans of the State, the climax of the 
convention was rapidly approached. 
The Duke of Veragua entered the hall 
and wds loudly applauded. He was 
given a seat of honor ina box, accom- 
panied by the Duchess and other mem- 
bers of the party. At this juncture 
Col. Robert Nevins in an elegant ad- 
dress nominated McKinley for Gov- 
ernor. It was seconded by a dozen 
others, and the nomination was made by 
acclamation. While waiting for the 
committee to bring McKinley in, Lieut.- 
Gov. Parris was renominated by accla- 
mation. Then McKinley entered amid 
an outburst of applause, and taking the 
platform delivered an eloquent speech 
of acceptance. In opening he said in 
part: 

The nomination is both an honor and 
one which imposes aduty. He might 
forego the honor, but could not refuse 
the duty. Continuing, he challenged the 
Democratic party to battle on both 
State and nationalissues. He reviewed 
at length the financial situation, point- 
ing out that Cleveland first fixed $100,- 
000,000 of gold reserve as the lowest 
safe limit, and having erected a danger 
signal, curiously enough, he was the first 
to haul it down. Wasisto be wondered 
at that the people are distrustful, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the ad- 


ministration put forth no line of finan- 
cial 


policy? If today the Presi- 
dent would announce that there 
would be no change in the in- 
dustrial legislation of the coun- 


try and the financial situation would 
be met and solved on the standard of 
financial honor and national good 
faith established by the Republican 
party, confidence would at once be 
restored. Cleveland says the Sherman 
Silver Bill is the cause of depression, 
but does not convene Congress to re- 
peal it. Is this because he thinks 
further financial distress is necessary 
to convince his party of the necessity 
of such financial legislation? If so, 
Democratic ascendency will prove a 
costly lesson. While waiting for the 
Democrats to carry out their declara- 
tions in their platform on the tariff, 
the country’s business is paralyzed 
because of uncertainty. If they do as 
they promise they will revise the tariff 
on a British free trade basis, striking 
at many industries, making profitless 
millions of capital and throwing thou- 
sands of American workingmen out of 
employment. If the expectation of 
what the Democrats would do has de- 
strovyed confidence, what will the full 
realization do? But a party divided 
into factions for and against the admin- 
istration, and split asunder on the tariff 
and currency issues, is poorly prepared 
to grapple with the gravity of the situ- 
ation. With a gold President and a 
silver Congress, what’ can be done? A 
‘‘do-nothing’’ policy must be the result. 
The only direction to look for relief is 
to the Republican party. The speaker 
then took upthe pension frauds ques- 
tion, saving he did not object to strik- 
ing unworthy pensioners from the rolls, 
but declared the ruling of the Secretary 
of the Interior would result in striking 
from the pension rolls thousands of 
worthy dependent’ soldiers. The 
speaker concluded with a eulogy of the 
Republican party and its legislation. 

McKinley's speech was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause. The Spanish 
Duke gazed curiously at the scene. At 
the conclusion of McKinlev’s speech the 
report of the Committee on Platform 
was read, and unanimously adopted, by 
a rising vote.

MYSTERIOUS SULCIDE. 


Alice Molony Ends Her Life by Tak- 
ing Aconite. 


No Cause Assigned for the Deed—The 
Suicide Only 18 Years of Age, cnd 
Apparently in Her Right 
Mind. 


Alice Molony, a young girl18 years 
of age, committed suicide last night at 
the home of her parents at No. 1521 
Girard street, by drinking a quantity of 


It was. nearly 1:30 o’clock when 
atelephone message was received at 
the police station asking that medical 
aid be at once sent out to the house of 
P. H. Molcny, as a member of the fam- 
ily had taken some drug with suicidal 
intent. 

Police Surgeon Bryant was at once 
aroused and the patrol wagon was sent 
out to the place mentioned. Before the 
doctor reached the house, however, 
several parties were met coming from 
that direction, among them Dr. Kan- 
non, who had got there first. 

It was then learned that all efforts to 
revive the suicide had been of no avail 
and that she had died soon after taking 
the poison. 

No cause was assigned for the deed, 
the family all saying that they were 
not aware that the girl had any trouble 
which could have led her to take 
her own life. They had _ retired 
for the night when the discovery was 
made that the daughter had swallowed 
the poison. 

Beyond these facts nothing could be 
learned iast night, but asthe girl was . 
believed to be of sound mind, it is 
thought that there may be some love 
affair or other cause that acted asa 
motive to prompt the rash act. 

The father of the girl is P. H. Molony, 
a plasterer by trade. 

Coroner Cates was notified shortly 
after 2 o’clock last night of the case, 
and he will probably hold an inquest on 
the remains this afternoon. 


THEY STOLE A LOCOMOTIVE 
lIlow a Hundred Confederates Carried an 
Engine Fifty-two Miles. 

“The most successful, and, at the 
same time, most unique civil service 
examination I know of occurred during 
the war,” said T. C. de Land of the 
examining board at the treasury to a 
Washington Post man. ‘The Confeder- 
aey was very much in need of a rail- 
way locomotive in order to operate 
their supply system. It was in 1864 
and they had not the means to buy an 
engine, so the invariable alternative 
arose—steal one? A band of 100 men 
was selected from Lee’s army and 
placed under the command of a big six- 
foot-four Georgian, who had been fore- 
man of a stone quarry and was more 
or less skilled in the use of derricks, 
etc. He took his men up into Mary- 
land and they tore up a section of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railway 
tracks, flagged the next train and with - 
nothing on earth save plenty of rope, 
those 100 men carried the locomotive 
fifty-two miles over hills, across 
streams, through bogs and woods, un- 
til they struck a line the Confederacy 
had built. Then they ran the engine 
down to Virginia. When the president 
of the Baltimore and Ohio heard of 
the feat he couldn’t believe it. He 
went out and personally inspected the 
scene; went over the route and de- 
clared it the most wonderful feat of 
engineering ever accomplished. After 
the war he delegated a man to find the 
leader of the band. He was located in 
Georgia. ,.Mr. Garrett sent for him and 
on the strength of that single feat 
made him roadmaster of his entire sys- 
tem of railroads. “Any man that can 
pick up an engine with fish lines and 
his examination with me,” said he. 


: What Are Household Duties? 

{Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher in Godey’'s.] 

A thorough knowledge of all that 
is thought necessary to good house- 
keeping, and the manual labor’ in- 
cluded, are too often accepted as the 
sum total of all that is called house- 
hold duties. This is, unquestionably, 
very, important, and dmands a clear 
and ‘definite knowledge of every im-— 
portant item. But it is a great mis- 
take’ to rest satisfied that this is all. 
It ig but a very small part of the 
duties which, we think;~@very good 
housékeeper- should feel must be ac- 
cepted by her. 

To keep every part of the house 
spotlessly clean, or to direct servants 
so as to secure such results—to have 
the whitest and most delicious bread— 
the tenderest pastry—the sweetest but- 
ter—to knit and sew—to wash and iron 
are no the easiest things to accomp- 
plish. She who is capable of doing, 
or securing this done, has begun well. 
It is of great importance, and quite 
indispensible, yet it is but rudimen- 
tary, laying only a small portion of 
the foundaion. If, stopping here, the 
thousekeeper is satisfied that it is 
enough to prove herself capable of 
performing this part of her duties 
in an unexceptional manner, let her 
remember that a hireling might be 
found who—not for love, but a suit- 
able compensation—can accomplish all 
this equally well. But there are higher 
duties belonging to her portion, the 
performance of which no money can 
secure. 

To build a house—there is uch 
more to be done than to dig the Cellar 
—it must be walled up, and to do this 
the stone or brick, and the mortar to 
hold all together securely, mus be pro- 
vided. Is that all? No. The founda- 
tions are to be laid, and whatever. the 
material, all must be held fast by some 
strong, adhesive power. On this foun- 
dation the walls gradually ascend. But 
can they stand unaided? The beams, 
the joists, the laths, the nails .and 
plaster, all are indispensable. 

If, then, all this fitness and adhesion 
are absolutely necessary when one 
builds a house of inanimate substances,

any other structure, every part has its 
own individual importafice, and to be 
perfect, every part must be harmonni- 
ously blended, for on this harmony 
the whole depends for beauty, smy- 
metry and strength—almost for exis- 
tence. As this building rises in fair. 
proportions, you will soon learn that its 
safety must depend on the strength 
and durability of the adhesive prop- |.

A Widespread \rovement. 

A late number of Garden and Forest 
has a lengthy article devoted to the 
widespread movement which is rapidly 
growing, and which is the result a 
noticeable crystallizing of public4enti- 
ment, in favor of providing adequate 
parks forpublicuse. Tothe importance 
of this necessity, communities from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific shores are be- 
coming alive, and from the cities of the 
kast to the pueblos of the West the 
thrill of this universal park movement 
in the United States is becoming felt, 
and cities all along the highways of the 
continent are adding to the parks al- 
ready in their possession, or are creat- 
ing new ones that shall contribute to 
the beauty of their municipalities and 
the health andenjoyment of their citi- 
zens, 

The lack of extensive parks has been, 
to the eye of the foreigner, one of the 
noticeable characteristics of American 
cities. The garden spots where 
Nature breathes, and beauty, freshness 
and freedom hold triumphant and uni- 
versal court, have been regarded by 
practical Americanas more as luxuries 
than as necessities. But it is a cause 
for thanksgiving that the recognition of 
their indispensable need is at last being 
felt by our people, and that this new 
park movement is sweeping like a 
tidal wave from city to city across the 
continent. Says Garden and Forest: 

Kansas City until recently has been 
without a square foot of park ground, 
and is now taking measures to supply 
this deficiency. Louisville islayiug out 
three large parks and Milwaukee is 
making notable additions to its system. 
Portland, Or,, is considering the same 
question; Des Moines, Iowa, has ob- 
tained several tracts of laud for park 
purposes; Omaha is to have a new park 
on the South Side, and Cheyenne is also 
to have anew one. In Pueblo, Colo., 
two tracts of 160 acres each have been 
given to the city for park purposes. ° 
Topeka, Kan., is to devote twenty acres 
of the fair grounds to a park, and isto 
expend $25,000 in improvingit. As 
an auditorium seating 5000 persons is 
to be built, it looks, however, as if the 
greater part of the appropriation was 
to be spent for other than regular park 
purposes. Quincy, lll, has an active 
park and boulevard association, which 
has established two small pleasure 
grounds and proposes to surround the 
entire city witha park-way. In Detroit 
a part of the Cook farm, between Jef- 
ferson avenue and the river front, has 
been given to the city on condition that 
for the first three years $1000 a year 
‘shall be spent for improvement and 
$500 avear forthe next fifteen years. 

In Massachusetts there is notable 
activity in this park movement. In 
nearly all the Boston suburbs park com- 
missions have been established, and the 
seaside towns all along the shore are 
considering their opportunities, and are 
disposed: to make the most of them. 
The watercourses aré, in many towns, 
taken asthe basis for park improve- 
ments, andthe happy idyls which the 
waters sing add to the enchantment of 
the plan. 

Emulating the idea which Los An- 
geles has presented in her Elysian Park, 
Waltham, Mass., has selected Prospect 
Hill, which is one of the highest points 
about Boston, fora public park. Ded- 
ham proposes'to establish a park aiong

IRRIGATION. 


A Topic of General Interest 
Californians. 


Some of the Big Enterprises Now‘ 
Under Way. 


Millions of Dollars Invested in the 
bes Works. 


A Means of Public Bonefit Not Easily 
Over-rated—What is Heing Done 
in Arizona and this 
State, 


The coming irrigation congress re- 
vives interest ina topic that is always 
of importance to a true Californian. 
Conversing receatly with a gentleman 
who is actively engaged in and well 
versed with irrigation enterprises, but 
who, for obvious reasons, does not de- 
sire his name made public. he frankly 
admitted that irrigation companies as 
organized and conducted, while they 
were a necessity and a means of public 
benefit not easily overrated, yet 
might become hereafter a source 
of menace to the public weal; 
and also that some better means 
of accomplishing the same objects 
might be sougat and secured by con- 
certed action. 

‘Irrigation!’ said he, yes, 
that’s a great subject. But everybody 
in this. country knows, or thinks he 


knows, all about it. Now, when 
you write East you will have 
to describe it. They have but 
little idea of it there, Do you know 


that two-fifths of all the tillable lands 
of the United States require irriga- 
tion?’’ 

‘I have seen it stated variously at 
from one-fifth to two-fifths.’’ 

‘‘One-fitth represents about the area 
wholly or partly worthless without irri- 
gation and two-fifths about the propor- 
tion that needs irrigation to make culti- 
vation most profitable. It is not possi- 
ble to state accurately how many acres 
are under the ditch, bit certainly not 
less than eleven million acres.’’ 

‘‘But according tothe census report 
the number of acres irrigated is but a 
trifle over 3,600,000.”’ 

‘That is the number reported to the 
United States census people in 1889. 
But much land has since been ifrigated 
and it was bemo means ail reported. 
Do you know that California has over 
3,400,000 acres irrigated? Wyoming 
according to her State’ Engineer’s re- 
port has over 2,000;00@Q; Montana over 
1,000,000; Colorado nearly 4,000,- 
000, of which, however, only one and 
a half million acresare being culti- 
vated ;seven New,.Mexico reports 92,- 
OOO acres. That* makes 10,000,000 
acres. Then Idahé, Utah) Texas and to 
some extent Oregon and Washington 
add their quota, so you see my estimate 
is conservative.”’ 

“Yes, a vastsum of money has been 
expended upon, or invested in, irriga- 
tion enterprises. I don’t know what 
amounts the census reports give.’’ 

|The census reports indicate that 
California has expended some $13,- 
000,000 and Coloradosome #$15,- 
000,000. | 

“There, too, you see how far behind 
the times they are. I can’t speak for 
Colorado, as there the State has built 
many ditches and many others have 
been constructed by codperative effort 
of the farmers themselves, but in Cali- 
fornia far more than $13,000,000 has 
been expended in the three counties of 
San Diego, Los Angeles and San Ber- 
nardino. Twice or even three times 
$13,000,000 would be nearer the right 
figure.”’ 

‘How does this compare with amounts 
paid out for irrigation work in other 
countries?”’ 

‘Well, according to United States 
engineers, India is about the only coun- 
try where records have been kept. 
Some $360,000,000 Have been ex- 
pended on irrigating works there. and 
they build big ditches,. The Soane 
Canalis 180 feet wide and nine feet 
deep. The Ganges Canal is 170 feet 
wide and ten feet deep. Its cost was 
over $15,000,000. They have a num- 
ber of others nearly as large and costly. 
In this country we think a canal sixty 
feet wide an immense affair, and usu- 
ally are contented with ditches fifteen 
to twenty feet wide. _ 

The British, who built the Indian 
works, are now planning to irrigate 
Egypt, i.e., dam up the Nile waters, 
build reservoirs and canals and secure 
water when and where itis wanted 
and not wait for the periodic overflow 
of the uncertain stream. It is a great 
project, entirely feasible, and will no 
doubt, be carried out.! In Australia, 
too, some immense irrigating enter- 
prises are foot.”’ 

“Can you tell me.something about 
new irrigating enterprises on foot in 
this country?” 

“Tosimply ennumerate them would 
consume the rest ofthe day. But here 
} aresome papers giving accounts of a 
score or more of recent corporations. 
I'll only ask that you return them when 
through with them.” 

The papers named gave partial or 
complete records of thirty-two irrigat- 
ing schemes, their combined capital 
being over $17,500,000, 

Some of the more important were 
the Mokelumhe Water Company in San 
Joaquin county, whose capital is $5,- 
000,000; the Consolidated Reservoir 
and Power Company in San Bernardino 
county, capital $4,000,000; the San 
Joaquin Irrigation Company, $2,000,- 

000; Mt. Whitney and Owens Valley 
Canal and Irrigation Company, £250,- 
000 ($1,250,000 ;) Colorado River Irri- 
gation Company, capital $8,000,000; 
Victor Reservoir Company, San _ Ber- 
nardino county, $6,000,000; Consoli- 
dated Canal Company of Maricopa 
county, Ariz., $2,000,000. This latter 
company is avery strong one, though 
its capitalis not so imposing. D. M. 
Ferry, the seedsman of Detroit, agid C. 
C. Brown are among the chief ;stock- 
holders and managers. Their object is 
to conserve the flood waters of the 
Gila River and use them to irrigate 
several hundred thousand acres of land 
in Southern Arizona. They found a 
place near Florence where the Gila 
River flows. through- a gap about 
three hundred .. feet wide. The 
rocky cliffs on either side rise toa 
height of from two hundred and fifty to 
three hundred feet. Itis said to be an 
apa site fora dam, as these natural 
walls widen, but maintain their eleva- 
tion as they extend eastward. By con- 
Tstructing a dam 200 feet high, 36,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet of water would 
be impounded, say the engineers, So 
the company has filed a legal ‘‘location”’ 
upon this dam site, secured privileges, 
options, lands, etc., and will now sell 
prospective water-rights while building 
the dam and canals. The water flow is 
ample to fill this great reservoir, and its 
‘vast store is ample irrigate all thé 
fertile valleys for forty miles each side 
the river, even if the flow should cease 
entirely in the summer. Stone to build 
the dam can be quarried almost at the 
spot where wanted, while the native

hydraulic cement in abundance, so the 
dam can be built at a minimum of cost— 
thus say its projectors. | 
The Victor Reservoir Company in 
San Bernardino county located 
a dam é site very similar to 
that preémpted by the Arizona corpora- 
tion. Near the town of Victor the Mo- 
jave River runs through a gorge 250 
feet wide and 200 feet high. By build- 
ing adam (for which the material is 
likewise handy) 150 feet high they will 
form a lake seven miles long, three 
miles wide, and holding water enough 
to irrigate 200,000 acres of land. It. 
will impound more water than the 
Sweetwater, the Bear Valley and He-* 
met Lake dams combined, and, as with 


'| the Gila River, the Mojave furnishes an 


ample supply. . 

The Victor Reservoir Company an- 
nounces that the total cost of building 
the 150-foot dam, reservoir, canals, 
etc., will be, accérding to most care- 
ful estimates, $1,600,000. They add 
that an expenditure of only $270,000, 
or, including the-~ purchase of valuable 
real estate, etc., of $400,000, is all 
that is contemplated at the outset. 
This will give them an irrigating capac- 
ity of about 75,000, acres. For the 
present needs—a maximum of $400,- 
00O0—they form acorporation with a 
capital of $6,000,000—60,000 shares 
of $100 each. As the managers have 
paid out considerable money in prelim- 
inary investigation, acquiring rights, 
etc., they will take as compensation 
$30,000 in cash and $600,000 in 
shares—$230,000 more than the total 
sum it is proposed to expend. They 
will place on the market 44,000 shares 
at $10 (10 per cent, of its. par value,) 
and require payment of but $2.50 per 


share, the remaining $7.50 per share 


to be called for in the future should it 
be needed; but they add facts and fig- 
ures to indicate that it will be needed. 
Certainly .an inviting proposal. An- 
alyzed it means about this: The payment 
of $2.50 per share on 44,000 shares 
brings in casb $110,000, but the pro- 
moters take $30,000 of this, leaving 
for construction of plant $80,000. If 
the full limit of assessment is made, the 
total amount of cash raised would be 
$410,000—44,000 shares sold, 6000 
shares ‘‘gobbled” and the remaining 
10,000 shares ——: According to the 
company’s figures this arrangement will 
suffice to construct the plant, acquire 
the real estate and bring in receipts 
large enough to pay big dividends on 
the face value of ail the capital stock of 
$6,000,000. Nay, more. It will do 
all this andalso pay for $2,000,000 
twenty-year 6 per cent. bonds which 
the company is authorized to issue if it 
sees fit to do so. 

And how are they to get these big re- 

ceipts? In theirprospectus; they say: 
“If the company should sell these dcre 
water-rights at one-half the _ price 
charged by other creservoir companies 
in Southern California, or $25 each, 
the soeepany would have an income of 
$8,000;7000. And if the annual rental 
thereafter be placed at less than half’ 
that charged by other companies, or at 
only $1.25 per acre, the company 
would then have an annual income of 
$400,000; which would give $70,000 
for maintenance, salaries, etc., and 
leave a balance of $330,000 a year to 
be carried to the dividend fund.’’ And 
further on the same document declares: 
‘-‘The owner of the water holds the key 
to the situation, for he is independent, 
while the owner of the land is de- 
pendent.’’ 
An instance of what has been done is 
the Bear Valley Company. Incorpor- 
ated in 1883, they issued 3600 shares 
at $100 par value. The total amount 
paid in on them was $41.50 per share. 
Their field was then an old sheep pas- 
ture of little value for lack of water. 
In 1886 they were supplying water to 
40,000 acres of land that had become 
valuable. A new dam, now being com- 
pleted, will give them a body of water 
of 30,000,000,000 cubic feet. They 
will be able to irrigate 300,000 acres 
of land. 

When they completed their first dam 
they paid their stockholders two divi- 
dends of $175 per share each—i.e., the 
stockholders received $350 for every 
$41.50 invested and still had their 
stock left. In 1890 the capital stock 
wasincreased. The original shares had 
costthe holders $149,400. Now, by 
paying $200,000 more, they received 
shares of a face value of $2,400,000. 
On the original shares they had al- 
ready received dividends amounting to 
$540,000. And now they are receiv- 
ing annual dividends of 15 per cent. 
on $2,400,000 of stock. But the total 
cost of this stock to the holders was 
about $349,400, sothat their annual 
dividends exceed the original cost of 
the stock. 

These companies, while thus marvel- 
ously successful, are public benefac- 
tors. Their action has enormously in- 
creased the value of land. According 
to census returns the value of irrigated 
lands has been increased from $77,- 
000,000 to $296,000,000, or over 
280 percent. The taxable values in 
thirteen counties in California, in 
which irrigation is most extensively 
practiced, increased from $102,000,- 
000 to $8360,000,000, while in eleven 
counties where it was but little prac- 
ticed, the taxable value had risen from 
$47,000,000 to $98,000,000. The 
enterprise of these great companies has 
changed barren wastes into fertile 
fields, almost valueless sheep pastures 
into wealthy cities and communities, 
the sandy desert into productive farms. 
All this is true enough. But.the culti- 
vator, who pays $25 to $50 per acre 
for a water right and is called 
upon every year thereafter to pay a 
tax of $1.25 to $2.80 and even more 
per acre, will gradually awaken to the 
fact that while competition has low- 
ered prices and profits materially, and 
he makes less and less every year, the 
irrigation companies multiply, they pay 
enormous dividends, they acquire all 
the available dam locations, they ‘‘held 
the key and are independent, while the 
land-owner’.is “ wHolly dependent.’’ 
They will object to pay these prices 
year by year. It savors too much of 
the stand-and-deliver policy of the 
bandit, or the charge-all-the-trafiic- 
will-bear attitude of the monopolists. 

In the Greeley colony in Colorado the 
irrigating works are owned by the men 
who own the land. The yearly cost of 
maintenance is less than 10 cents per 
acre—but then they do not have to pay 
dividends upon millions of stock which 
cost the holders buta fraction of their 
face. Community ownership would be 
ideal, but in practice itis not often 
feasible. The combination of capital, 
ability and opportunity is to the few 
and notto the many. The cultivator 
or small investor must bear the burden, 


be it light or _ grievous. Ulti- 
mately the State must step in 
and become the owner of the 
water rights, of the water, of the 


ditches; pay for their management and 
maintenance, and supply water facili- 
ties as itdoes postal facilities, at the 
minimum of cost possible. Justice de- 
mands this now. Need will supple- 
ment the demand later on, when it will 
be far more difficult and more costly to 
secure than itisat present. Thesel- 
fish greed ofthe companies will bring 
about dfScontent, and efforts, persist- 
ent, varied and strenuous to emancipate 
themsélves will be made by the land- 
holders. It, were better could this be 
avoided by preverttion—by placing the 
control in the bands of the public,

Effect of RecentChanges in th 
; League. 


‘It is Believed That New Interest Will 
Be Aroused. 


Return of Secretary Kennedy from 
San Franeisco. 


The Outlook for the Remainder of the 
Season Very Esacouraging—Some- 
thing About the Magnates and 

 Pheir Methods 


Dr. W. F. Kennedy, secretary of the 
Los Angeles Baseball Club, returned 
from the North last evening. The 
doctor is of the opinion that the reor- 
ganization will infuse new life into the 
game throughout the State, and that 
from now on until the end of the season 
the magnates will make money. The 
new Stockton and Oakland managers, 
Dr, Kennedy says, are active, enterpris- 
ing men, with ample capital, and that 
sthey are, besides, ‘‘fans’’ of the most 
pronounced type. Asto Uncle Henry 
Harris, he is determined to keep up with 
the procession, and will show that he 
has enterprise enough to make the new 
magnates hustle. The retirement of 
Mone from the presidency of the league 
cannot but have a healthful effect 
on the ame, at least in every 
town outside of San Francisco, and it 
is not believed that the effect there will 
be bad. Whether true or not, people 
got the idea that, Mr. Mone was not in 
baseball for the love of it, and that the 
connection between the clubs and pool- 
rooms was too intimate. Then, too, the 
financial affairs of the league were not 
managed under his administration in a 
satisfactory manner, and it was be- 
lieved that an improvement could be 
made. 

There is something in the nature of 
poetic justice in the retirement of 
Mone, too, by the way, which should 
not be overlooked. The late president, 
with the assistance of the late Duke 
Finn, was mainly responsible for throw- 
ing down Vanderbeck, the man who 
made league baseball a success in Los 
Angeles, and it will be a source of sat- 
isfaction to the friends of that gentle- 
man to see Mone hoist on his own 
petard. Of course, this change ought 
to have been made sooner, but it is bet- 
ter late than never. And now that the 
clouds have been cleared away, it is to 
be hoped that the season may prove a 
success from a financial as wellasa 
sporting standpoint. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of , 
Wednesday, discussing the changes, 
says: 

President Bob Wieland was busy yester- 
day receiving congratulations over his 
election to the head of professional base- 
ball in California, vice John J. Mone, de. 
posed. Wieland is one of the most popular 
native sons inthe city and an enthusiastic 
attendant at all games. With this and the 
other changes the magnates have about 
settled their differences. The league is 
now on a sounder financial basis than ever 
before, and with all strife and bickering at 
an end the game should boom. The new 
president has announced his intention of 
giving the duties of the office all the atten- 
tion they require, and insists that the 
pastime shall be conducted on strictly busi- 
ness principles. It was only onthis condi. 
tion that he consented to accept the dis. 
tinction s0 and unexpectedly 
thrust upon him. is connection with 
baseball will undoubtedly establish a firmer 
feeling in base-hit circles, as the cranks 
were growing tired of the continual wrang- 
ling. Times were so panicky that they 
could not think or talk about the games. 
But the clouds have rolled away and the 
baseball horizon is much brighter, though 
the ex-president is shrouded in impene- 
‘table gloom. The glory has passed out of 
his life, but Mone is generous, even in the 
midst of his humiliation. No one can say 
that John J. Mone is not inspired with the 
true spirit of civil service reform, so to 
speak . 

He alone was acquainted with the intri. 
cate duties of the office, having been presi- 
dent of the league for twelve years or such 
amatter. HadJohn J. Mone felt so dis- 
posed he could have made trouble of a most 
embarrassing nature for President Wie- 
land, but he is not that kind of a man. 
With a deep, poignant pain in his heart 
and smarting under the sting of ingrati- 
tude, John J.. Mone—noble, self-sacrificing 
and forgiving John J. Mone—took Presi. 
dent Wieland out to the ball park yester- 
day, and showed him how to pull the string 
that rings the gong cthat starts the game. 
In the face of such evidence it is indeed 
hard to believe that the presence of John 
J. Mone was inimical tothe best interests 
of baseball in this State. 

Manager Lindley is some dis- 
satisfaction over the double championship 
series, but if the twin-pennant scheme re- 
vives the interest he will probably become 
reconciled. As it is now the Angels are 
well up in the lead, but with a break imthe 
race thev might not do so well in the second 
heat. Los Angeles cranks are earnestly 
desirous of carrying off the ‘‘rag,’’ and do 
not take kindly to innovations that may 
lessen their chance. But something must 
be done to pull the Pirates out of the mire. 
They seem to have an air-tight cinch on 
last place, but Moore is taking active 
measures to strengthen the team. He is 
arranging for acouple of changes that will 
soon take place. 

Harris is casting about for another 
pitcher, as Knell’s hand is broken, and he 
will not be able to resume work for two or 
three months. He got his hand caughtin 
a door last week, crushing one of the small 
bones. Forthe present George Campbell 
will alternate with Balszinthe box. Har- 
ris is trying to coax Nick Lookabaugh out 
of his barber shop at San José. Nick used | 
to be very effective with his slow, sneaking 
curves, but does not seem anxious to re- 
turn tothe diamond.

UNRELIABLE FRUIT TREES. 


What the Nurserymen Say About a Recent 
_ Lawsuit, 

A recent editorial paragraph in this 
paper regarding the suit of Scherer 
against the Park Nursery Company, on 
account of alleged misrepresentation of 
the quality of certain trees, has in- 
cited the defendant company to write 
Tue Times a letter of explanation. The 
secretary of the company objects to the 
term ‘tricky nurserymen,’’ and says: 

“Thetrees were not of our raising. 
We only made a dealer’s commission by 
their sale. They were purchased by us 
from D. H. Lenox of Los Angeles, a re- 
sponsible tree dealer of many years’ ex-~ 
perience...He got them,. we under- 
stand, from two growers, Gen. John . 
Bidwell, Chico, andJames T. Bogue, 
Marysville. As far as we know, there 
was the most perfect good faith from 
first to laston the part of the above- 
named. Certain it is, the mistake was 
made, in budding or labelling, before 
the trees reached our hands. If you 
will take the trouble to consult nursery- 
men’s catalogues (from Maine to Cali- 
fornia,) vou will find that almost with- 
out exception they contain a clause 
limiting the liability of the seller, in 
case of mistake inname,to the pur- 
chase value of the trees. This is in our 
catalogues and was when Mr. Scherer 
bought the trees; he testified in answer 
to questions that he had our catalogue 
in his possession and could not be cer- 
tain that he did not have it before the 
trees were delivered. The decision 
would not have been rendered in Mr. 
Scherer’s favor if we could have proven 
that in selling tohim we had called his 
attention to said limitation clause. 
We intend to appeal the case.”’

It is a great deal more im- 
portant to be able to swim yourself, 
and to know further how to pull strug- 
gling persons out of the water, and the 
knowledge of a simple antidote for a 
poison may save life, while somebody 
else would have been obligéd to run for 
a physician, who probably would have 
arrived too late. A little girl in Sag 
Harbor, on Long Island, swallowed 
some oxalic acid the other day. Only 
“a few minutes without an antidote 
would have been fatal. 
looked about, for something to counter- 
act the acid. He saw nothing except 
a whitewashed wall, from’ which he 
quickly scraped some lime, threw it 
into a tumbler partly filled with water 
and poured thé mixture down the 
child’s throat. The dose relieved the 
little girl instantly and saved her life, 
but there was no time to spa It 
is well to know, therefore, that a 
strong acid like oxalic can be counter- 
acted only by a strong alkali. Cooking 
soda would have answered very well 
in this instance, but to have delayed 
long enough to find some might have 
meant the death of the child.

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THE COURTS. 


W. Hi’ Young, the “Mac,” on 
Trial for Murder, 


A Jury Impaneled and Taking of 
Testimony Begun. 


A Continuance Granted in the Case 
Against Dep Ken. 


A Peculiar Cause Set Forth in a Suit for 
Damages Between Country Kesi- 
dent—Court Notes—The 
Calendar, 


Judge Smith’s courtroom was yester- 
day afternoon crowded with as motley a 
throng as has ever gathered within its 
walls. The occasion was the trial of 
W. H. Young, the man who is accused 
of throwing a lighted lamp at a prosti- 
tute named Irene O’Brien, in a ‘‘crib’’ 
on Alameda street, on the night of 
April 25, setting fire to the latter's 
clothing and producing injuries which 
finally resulted in the woman's death. 

In the crowd that looked and listened 
With more than usual interest were a 
number of those of the lower element— 
the ‘‘macs’’ and frequenters of dives 
and poker rooms, who live in idleness 
themselves and depend upon the earn- 
ings of some poor creature whom they 
have ruined for their support. 

Young, looking very meek and sub- 
dued, sat beside his counsel, R. A. Ling, 
Esq., and Zue G. Peck, Esq., and lis- 
tened eagerly to alithat was said and 
done, with a somewhat careworn and 
anxious expression upon his clean- 
shaven, repulsive face. 

Some time was lost in securing the 
jury, but by 2:30 o’clock the following 
twelve men had been chosen and sworn 
totry the case: A. E. Meigs, Freder- 
ick Colby, W. F. Hall, Walter Scott, W. 
F. Lancaster, James Lowe, Hans Olson, 
Frank Gerling, J. H. Betsworth, W. C. 
Bell, George Carter and M. L. Albright. 

Deputy District Attorney Dupuy con- 
ducted the prosecution, and, after the 
usual preliminaries, the first witness, J. 
H. White, was called. Mr. White, un- 
der the direction of the District Attor- 
ney, had prepared a diagram of the 
premises where the girl had lived, and 
was merely called for the purpese of 
explaining the drawing. Having done 
this he was excused. . 

The second witness who took the 
Stand was Dr: T. J. MeCarty’ He tes- 
tified thaton the night of April 25 at 
about 10:30 o’clock he received a mes- 
sage asking him to: go at once toa 
“crib’’ on Alameda _ street. He re- 
sponded without delay, and found 
when he arrived there, the occupant of 
the place, Irene O’Brien, lying upon a 
bed suffering frightfully. Upon exam- 
ination of the patient he found that her 
back, fromthe head downward; was 
burned to a blister over its entire 
length and breadth. He did what he 
could to alleviate her suffering at the 
time, and returned again on the follow- 
ing morning. Then she was no better, 
and did not mend at all subsequently, 
but died on the Sunday succeeding. 

On cross-examination, the witness 
said he had visited the injured woman 
before her death in company with the 
District Attorney, and had then told 
her that she would probably die, and 
also said to her that the District Attor- 
ney had called for the purpose of taking 
any statement that she might desire to 
make. 

Counsel for the defense asked the 
doctor to tell what she had said in 
yeply, but Judge Dupuy objected on the 
grounds that it had not been shown 
that the woman’s mind at the time she 
made the statement was in the proper 
frame for the furnishing of evidence 
which could be considered as being ad- 
missable as a death-bed declaration, in- 
asmuch as she herself did not then be- 
lieve that she was going to die. 

In order to lay the proper foundation 
for the admission of the statement, Mr. 
Ling questioned the doctor upon the 
objectionable point: When the latter 
replied that it was a fact that the 
woman did say that she belieyed that 
she was going to live another twenty- 
five years. 

The Court sustained the objections 
made, and the defense failed to score 
that material point, which they had 
evidently anticipated they would be 
able to make. 

The doctor was the last witness ex- 
amined and the case went over until 
today. 

4, PECULIAR DAMAGE SUIT. 

A. Bubler wants damages for injured 
property from F. A. Thompson in the 
sum of $3700. The plaintiff and de- 
fendant are both residents of the subur- 
ban district below the city. According 
to the complaint in the case it appears 
that in November, 1890, Buhler rented 
or leased to Thompson his home place, 
consisting of forty acres of land and 
the buildings upon the property, with 
the exception of one room in the house, 
which he reserved forhisownuse. The 
same document, which, by the way, is 
quite iateresting, alleges that. at the 
time the place was rented, there were 
thirty acres of fine alfalfa growing upon 
it and an orchard of fruit trees. Also 
across one end of the house a climbing 


‘ rosebush had spread its branches, fur- 


nishing an ornament of much beauty. 


Thompson was to pay $300 per vear 


for the use of the premises, but was not 
to destroy any of the vines or trees, or 
herd stock upon the broad area of cul- 
tivated acres. All of these conditions 


‘he did not comply with, but rather more 


than broke the forbidden bounds by add- 
ing insult tc injury. To use the words 
of the complaint: 

‘‘While in possession as tenant the 
defendant broke open the door of plain- 
tiff’s reserved room, set his table in cow 
manure, filled his coffee cups with urine, 
put dead miceinhis coffee pot, and 


otherwise ornamented the room with 


filtb.’’ 

More than this—he cut down the 
beautiful rosebush and several orchard 
trees, and ran a drove of horses and 
cattle upon the field of green alfalfa. 
For all of which acts the plaintiff asked 
that damages be awarded him in the 
sum named, together with costs of suit. 

The case was on trial before Judge 
Clark yesterday, J. M. Kinley, Esq.,and 
Henry Gage, Esq.. appearing for the 
plaintiff, and W. T. Williams, baa for 
the defense. 

A CONTINUANCE GRANTED. 

Dep Ken, the Chinese cigarmaker 
who was arrested several days ago on 
the second warrant issued here under 
the Geary law, was brought before 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock for ex- 
amination. The heathen had previously 
‘been admitted to’ bail in the sum of 
$250, and was consequently not so de- 
sirious of securing a speedy disposition 
of his case ashe might have been un- 
der other circumstances. Thecase was 
hardly called before F. J. Thomas, who 
appeared as counsel for the defendant, 
was on his feet with a request for a 
continuance on the grounds that his 
evidence was not in proper form for 
presentation. He had just obtaihed in- 


formation, he said, cent Ken, by wit- |

nesses residing in San Francisco, could 
prove that he has been a resident of 
this country for over twenty years, and 
to stimmon these would require several 
days’ time. 

United States Attorney Denis stated, 
on his side, that if the continuance was 
asked for wholly upon the grounds 
alleged, he believed that the request 
was not unreasonable, but if it was for 
the purpose of finding evidence he cer- 
tainly would object.

In Styria and Carinthia there is much 
arsenic eating among the peasants. The 
women take it to give themselves a good 
complexion and to make their hair fine and 
glossy. Themen take it because they be- 
lieve that it gives them wind in climbing 
in the chase afterchamois. There is nothing 
of this sort in Cornwall and Devon. 

In Styria and Carinthia it is known that 
an arsenic eater can never be broken of the 
habit, and that if arsenic be cqmpulsorily 
kept from the eater death rapidly ensues. 
It is believed in the Tamar—and this is 

true—that an arsenic worker is fit 
for no other work. He must remain at this 
occupation. Health and breath fail him at 
otheremployments. Eventually it may be 
that chronic arsenical poisoning ensues, 
But: this may be staved off, if not wholly 


prevented, by scrupulous cleanliness, by 


care taken not only to wash in the “‘chang- 
ing house,” but to bathe freely at home. 
As one of the foremen said to the writer, 
“Against arsenic the best antidote is soap 
taken externally.””—Chambers’ Journal. 


French Art In Dress. 

I will venture to say that there is not 
asingle Frenchwoman who pays any at- 
tention todress at all who has not a per- 
fectly distinct idea of what she can wear 
and what she cannot. She knows what are 
her good points and what are her poor ones 
and how to bring the good ones into relief 
and skillfully conceal the others.

No 
permit tointer any human body will be 
granted by the health officer unless the cer- 
tificate of death is signed by a legally qual- 
ified physician

spected by the quarantine officer, and no 
person affected with leprosy will be al- 
lowed to land.

vided for. 

Any horse affected with glanders shall be 
killed, and the authorities shall be notified. 

No slaughtering-house or any business 
offensive to the senses or prejudicial to the 
public health shall be carried on inthe 
city. Rules pertaining to the keeping of 
cattle were adopted. 

No person shall dump any garbage except 
at the place indicated by the authorities. 

Health Officer §Casal’s report was ac- 
cepted. Itstated that there were twelve 
deathsinthe city during the month of 
May, making a total of forty-one for the 
five months of the year.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Regular Weekly Bulletin for South 
ern California. 

Following is the regular bulletin of 
the Government Weather Bureaa for 
Southern California for the week end- 
ing June 7: 

The weather during the week did not 
differ materially from the conditions which 
have prevailed for some time past; the 
nights and mornings were cool, with quite 
heavy fogs that penetrated .well into the 
interior. The cool, damp nights caused the 
temperature torange below the seasonal 
averages: A deficiency of 5° occurred at 
Los Angeles for the week, and San Diego 
reported a range of 11° below the weekly 
averages. By noontime the fogs were dis. 
sipated by the sun's warming rays, and 
the middie of the days and afternoons were 
clear, sunshiny and warm. Heans, corn 
and sugar beets derived benefit trom the 
cool, damp nights, but the ripening of 
fruitsand berries was very much retarded. 
Apricots are in market and command good 
prices on account of the scarcity of the 
crop. Favorable reports continue concern 
ing the peach crop. A good crop of pears 
is anticipated, and the prospects for plums 
are tair. Detailed reports are as tollows; 

Santa Barbara citvy—Prof. Hugh D. Vail’s 
weather summary for May showed the 
mean temperature to be 59°; the highest, 
83°; lowest, 46°; rainfall, .09 inches, and 
for the season, 26.84. There were 17 
clear, 7 fair and 7 cloudy days. 

Ventura county—Ventura:* About three 
nundartt and sixty thousand pounds of 
wool were raised in the county during the 
past season.

The Council met shortly before 11 
o'clock with all the members present

The clerk stated the object of 
mecting, after which the City Attor 
ney preseated an ordinance declaring 
that it was necessary that the land en 
the Providencia ranch should be-ob- 
obtained forthe purpose of locating 
headworks thereon for the proposed 
system of waterworks. 

The rules were suspended and Coun- 
cilman Munson moved the adoption of 
the ordinance. 

This closed the wav for debate. and 
Councilman Gaffey askedif it would not 
he better to call a special election for 
the purpose of voting bonds before com-

mencing condemnation proceedings 
President Teed said that he supposed 
that if when the election was held the 


bonds failed to carry then the condem- 
nation proceedings could be abandoned. 

kLngineer Burr Massel stated to the 
Council that from an engineer's stand- 
point. he believed the city should 
secure all of thetract of land that had 
been surveved out. He thought that 
£30,000 was a reasonable price for it, 
but under the present circumstances 
it should, so it seemed to him, be se- 
cured by condemning the land. 

Councilman Nickell said 
Wanted to be inderstood as in favor of 
securing the land. He believed that 
the city should go ahead with the con- 
aiso With 
the special election. This would place 
the matter inthe hands of the’ people

it. If they should choose not to vote 
the bonds then the condemnation pro- 
ceedings could be stopped. 

Councilman Rhodes said that he be-

A California Pampas Ranch. 

One of the most striking instances of what 
@® womancan do in this era of woman's 
emancipation is the energetic and brainy 
action of Mrs. H. W. R. Strong, a pampas 
grower near the town of Whittier, Cal. 
Mrs. Strong bas a ranch of 820 acres on the 
southern slope of the Puente hills. ‘At one 
time a treeless mesa, it is now a lovely 
semitropical estate, covercd with orange, 
walnut, fig, olive and other fruit trees, its 
cottage embowered in foliage and surround- 
ed by choice flowers. 

Four years ago Mrs. Strong decided to 
plant pampas grass between her rows of 
young walnut trees and procured choice 
stock from Mr. Stewart of Angeles. In 
1800 she marketed 134,000 plumes in Phila- 
deiphia, at from $0 to $65 a thousand. 
Last year her crop amounted to nearly 300,- 
000 plumes.—Clara Spaulding Brown in Cal- 
ifornian. 


Putting Down Olicloth. 

In putting Gown oilcloth you do not tach 
as you go, as with carpets. Plan out the 
whole room firat, putting in a tack here and 
there to bold it all in position until ready 
for the final tacking. It is disagreeable to 
fit oilcloth, and you will need a very sharp 
knife to keep it in shape. A good way to 
keep a keen edge is to have a piece of fine 
emery paper, and every once in awhile lay 
the blade of the knife flat on it, drawing 
it along a4 if it were an oilstone. After the 
oilcloth is fitted put‘in as few tacks as pos- 
eible. Matting is laidin the same way, but 
staples will be found better than tacks to 
use at the joints to prevent fraying.—Ex-

ANNUAL MIGRATION OF SALMON. 


Each Spring Finds Them Secking Their 
Way Toward the Headwaters. 

Every year as the summer season ap- 
proaches, the salmon of the Atlantic 
Ocean leave their camping grounds in 
the norhern seas and enter the clear, 
cool rivers of the extreme eastern 
United States and the Canadian prov- 
inces, says St. Nicholas. Impelled by 
a singular instinct, this noble fish, day 
after day, week after week, works its 
way toward the heads of the streams, 
up the swiftest rapids and through the 
quiet pools, leaping every obstruction. 
During the whole summer this great 
army pushes onward, dividing at the 
forks of a river and breaking up into 
smaller bands where tributaries enter. 
Of the great multitude that left the 
ecean every fish has reached the very 
spot, the yery pool where it was born 
and lived the first eight months of its 
life—except the many that never 
passed the cruel nets, and those that 
jumped at the beautiful flies which 
are tied to long silken lines, or else, 
dazzled by the gieam of torches, were 
pulled into canoes by men with spears. 
At length the object of their weary 
march is attained, and so the army 
disbands. The long journey has been 
conducted in a jeisurely way, only a 
few miles each day, but with wonder- 
ful persistence. Enemies in the water, 
fishermen with rods and reels and 
poachers with spears thin their ranks; 
but those that reach their homes at 
the heads of the rivers are protected by 
a wise law that prohibits their capture 
from the time that they begin to lay 
their eggs until the anchor ice; chok- 
ing the streams,drives back to the sea 
the fish, now lean and hungry with 
long fasting, for the salmon is a dainty 
feeder in its summer home, touching 
the most dainty and alluring flies only~ 
occasionally. Yet a tiny young salmon 
called a “parr,’’ having attained the 
first six or eight inches of its owing

Industrious, 
frugal and eminently peacably disposed 
under trying circumstances, the Chinese 
have proven to be the least troublesome 
citizens of any that have settled upon 
American territory, notwithstanding that 
they have~been the most abused. 

Public opinion declares the coolHie to be 
an objectionable element, and itis the de- 
cision of the American people.that he must 
go. 
might it not be well to give more attention 
to our acquisitions from European coun. 
tries. From priest-ridden, poverty-stricken 
Ireland; from theslums of England and 
France; from Spain, from {taly, from 
plague-infested Germany; from Russia and 
from Turkey, comes a steady stream of the 
most undesirable specimens of humanity to 
be found upon the globe. Pestilence, ig- 
norance and vice accompany them. They 
are prolific breeders. Our jails, alms. 
houses and insane asylums are crowded 
with their progeny. 

Atthe disembarking of an immigrant 
cargo, atany Atlantic seaport, one may 
often note more concentrated villainy and 
ignorance depicted upon human faces than 
would reward long and caretul search save 


cialist, the Nihilist, and the Anarchist are 
there, ready and eager toinaugurate social 


their own peculiar ideas, and totally at va- 
rience with our own, of which they are su- 
premely ignorant. 

Mischief breeders, held in subjection only 
by the strong arm of the law at home, have 
become bold, promulgate their doctrines 
and impucently fiaunt their red flags in the 
faces of an over-indulgent people, assum- 
ing itto be one of the inalienable rights 
pertaining to American citizenship and 
free speech. They frequently carry things 
with a high hand, until brought up witha 
sudden turn such as checked the careers of 
the leaders of the Haymarket tragedy at 
Chicago and the Mafia affair at New -Or- 
leans. In ourlarge Eastern cities there 
are certain well defined localities in which 
the objectionable immigrant naturally 
gravitates. They are the hotbeds of vice 
and crime, and itis scarcely safe for a2 re- 
spectably dressed citizen to pass through 
in daylight, while a visit to the same quar- 
ters at night would be tempting provi- 
dence. The Chinatown of San Francisco, 
with its filthy, ill-smelling, opium- 
smoking denizens, has never in _ its 
history been the shameful, terror-inspiring 
hellish place, as was the Five Points in 
New York inthe early ‘60s. The former 
has never been a dangerous place through 
which to pass, if the intruder attended 
strictly to his own business. Its popula- 
tion is, and always has been, mainly of 
male aduits, hence few children have been 
born within its precincts. The Five Points, 
on the other hand, was (and still is,) the 
vortex into which was drawn the imported 
social scum and filth from every quarter of 
the globe. 


scrupulously avoided at night. Police 
patroled it with bated breath, children 
born within its precincts were, seemingly. 
predestined to bedamned. Although much 
has been done to purge it, it is still a dump- 
ing-ground for imported paupers. As a 
lasting munument to the memory of its 
early population there is at the present 
time the Five Points Industrial Mission, 
which in a quarter of a century has given 
shelter to over thirty-five thousand home- 
less children, mostly the progeny of 
aliens, anda large percentage of which 
are recorded ‘‘parentage unknown.'’

Saiute You! 

Los ANGELEs, June 5, 1893.—{To the 
Editor of THE Times.| Will you kindly al. 
low a veteran of the late War of the Rebel. 
lion to correct a statement made by Gen. 
Horatio C. King, in an article specially con- 
tributed to THE Times. ‘Music of War 
Days."" A somewhat feeble imitation of 
thisincident has been produced, said to 
have been based upon an occurrence while 
the Union and Confederate armies con- 
fronted each other at Fredericksburg, the 
twocamps being separated only by the 
narrow Rappahannock River. The story 
goes that a company of Union soldiers 
struck up the ‘Star Spangled-Banner,”’ and 
the Confederates responded with the 
“Donnie Biue Flag,”’ and alternately each 
sang ‘America’ and ‘Dixie,’ and other 
Union and Confederate melodies, until, as 
it by inspiration, “liome, Sweet Home" 
rang outuponthe still night air, and all 
with one common impulse united in the 
song, Which brought tender memories of 
home, and foratime political differences 
were forgotten in the touch of nature 
waich makes the whole world kin. 

The incident is not well authenticated, 
and limagine the author drew as vividly 
on his inventive genius as the small boy 
who said he had made a fiddle all out of 
his own head and had wood enough left to 
make another. 

The above incident is correct with one or 
twoexceptions. On the morning of May 
1, 1863, about ten miles below Fredericks- 
burg, the Union forces had succeeded in 
laying their pontoons across the river in 
the face of a strong picket line, and imme.

Mr. Inks!inger on Bulwer-Lytton. 

LOS ANGELES, June 6.—[To the Editor of 
THe Times.| In the June number of the 
California Illustrated Magazine there is a 
very readable article entitled ‘Titles Won 
by the Pen,”’ but it is certainly not very 
creditable to the author (who is given as 
“Arthur Inkersley,’’ be he of English or 
American origin, to make some very se. 
rious mistakes—for they can hardly be 
called ‘slips of the pen."’ The editor of 
the magazine should have seen the errors. 
Itis avery small mistake to say, in regard 
to Tennyson, that ‘in 1851, after his fame 
was firmly established.by the. ‘Mort d’Ar- 
thur,’ ‘Locksley Hall,’ etc., etc., the laure- 
ateship fell vacant,’ and that Tennyson 
was then ‘‘appointed poet laureate.’’ The 


‘fact is that.*‘the laureateship fell vacant’’. 


on April 23, 1850, and it remained vacant 
uatil November 21, 1850, when Tennyson 
received his appointment. Therefore, it 
was notin 1851. There are other trifling 
errors of this kind which might have been 
avoided if Mr. Inkersley had consulted that 
desiieratum for every library, either public 
or private, the Encyclo, etia Britannica. 

But what shallwesay otf a writer who 
treats of ‘‘titles won by the pen,”’ and who 
so egregiously mixes up the late Henry 
Lytton Earle Bulwer, the dtstinguished 
statesman and diplomatist, (first knighted 
and then ennobled by his sovereign,) and 
his younger brother, the late Lord Lytton, 
the distinguished novelist who was also 
knighted and attained the higher honors of 
the peerage? Hear what Mr. Inkersley 
says: “Henry Bulwer, son of Gen. Bul- 
wer, like Macauley, when an undergradu- 
ate at Cambridge, won the chancellor's 


‘prize for an English poem. He was a 


member of Parliament, etc., etc., and was 
always astrong Whig. Having published 
‘Pelham, or the Adventure ofa Gentle. 
man,’ ‘The Disowned,’ ‘Paul Clifford,’ ‘Eu- 
gene Aram,’ ‘Rienzi,’ and ‘The Last Days of 
Pompeii,’ -he was, on the coronation 
of the Queen, created a _ baronet,’’ 
etc., etc. All of which does not 
for one moment apply to Henry Bulwer, 
the diplomatist, but to his younger brother, 
Edward George Lytton Bulwer. Both 
were sons of Gen. Bulwer of Woodalling 
and Haydon Hall, Norfolk, and of Elizabeth 
Barbara Lytton, only Gaughter of Richard 
Warbenton Lytton of Knebworth, Hertford- 
shire. On the death of Gen. Bulwer’s wife 
inl 844, her son Edward (the novelist) suc- 
ceeded, by her will, to the estates of Kneb-

You Never Saw « Full Moon. 
(St. Louis Repudiic.) 


Did you ever see a “full moon"? 
1 know what your answer will be with- 
out waiting for it. It is this: “Yes, 
once every month since I have been 


old enough to pay attention to such 
phenomena.” Yet I take the position 
that you are badly mistaken, and that 
in all probability you have never in 
your life beheld the\ full face of our 
“silver sister world.”” Iiy way of solu- 
tion let us see whatit takes to consti- 


tute a “full moon” in the exact sense 
of the term: A “full moon” occurs 
only when our Obsequicus attendapt is 
180 degrees of longitude from the sun. 
Old Sol and the earih being on the ec- 
cliptic. But the moon's orbit is 


fh} degrees 8 minutes 47 seconds, and 
is, therefore, never on the ecliptic, ex- 
cept when at its “nodes” or crossings. 

This being the case, what we call 
the circular disk of the- moon (full 
moon) lacks considerable of being an 


exact circle, being what astronomers 
term “in a state of gibbosity,”’ and 
is never aie perfect disk except 
when “a full moon" happens ex- 


actly at the time when Luna is cross- 
ine the ecliptic, at which time she must 
necessarily be centrally eclipted. One 
of our best present-day astronomers, 
in concluding an article of much merit 
on the same subject, says: ‘‘We there- 
fore conclude that a real ‘full moon’ 
one having a perfect circle, has rarely, 
if ever, been seen.”

COLONIZING AFRICA. 


Recent Changes In the Situation and Views 
Held Concerning the Subject. | 
Some of the English newspapers are tell- 
ing of an association for the purpose of 
sending a British colony to central Africa. 
It is said that 3,000 persons are y en- 
rolled as members of the proposed colony. 

The most of tropical Africa can never be 
the home of the ordinary white colbnist. 
As the continent becomes better known 
however, it is found that certain elevated 
regions really offer prospects of success for 
colonizing enterprise. We find, too, that 
our ideas of the valne of some parts of 
Africa have changed greatly, now that they 
no longer depend upon the dictum, of one 
or two explorers. 9 

When Montague Kerr, who was the first 
to cross Mashonaland completely, described 
it in 1884, he scouted idea of European 
‘oloiization and could not see how the 
white race world be able to turn that re- 
gion to good account. Nine years later we 
see 3,000 white men, women and children 
on those uplands, several towns, a newspa- 
per, telegraphic communication with the 
rest of the world, one railroad pushing 
toward the district and two others pro- 
jected. 

Joseph Thomson, one of the most con 
scrvative as Well as onc of the greatest of 
African explorers, never found until his 
last visit a region in tropical Africa that 
seemed to him adapted for white coloniza- 
tion. This most cautious observer has now 
returned to England enthusiastic over the 

rospects of the elevated plateau west of 

ke Nyassa: He describes the climate as 
temperate, which is due tothe general ele- 
vation of 4,009 feet above the sea. “Blan- 
tyre, south of Nyassa,” he says, “‘has been 
amply proved to bea place where no Euro- 
pean need be afraid to settle, and yet un- 
doubtedly the plateau lands westward are 
still more healthy. 
breeding grounds, drainage isexcellent, and 
pure water is to be found everywhere.” 

Almost under the equator, on the line of 
the proposed railroad to Victoria Nyanza is 
a large area of fertile land crowning one 4f 
the loftiest plateaus of Africa. In this 
region, at an elevation of 7,000 to 8,000 feet 
above the sea, Captain Lugard and other 
travelers are sanguine that the experiment 
of white colonization may succeed. 

It is well known that the Italian port of 
Maasctra, on the Red sea, is one cf the 
hottest placesin Africa. But King Hum- 
bert’s government is now taking steps to 
place Italian farmers not more than 100 
milesinland on the rich lands of Keren, 
among the highlands of northern Abyssinia, 
Greeks are living there now in exceilent 
health, and it seems to be settled beyond a 
doubt that south Europeans may thrive in 
this desirable region. 

It is said that when the comforts of life 
are multiplied in Mashonaland that region 
will be as safe a‘place of residence as Cape 
Colony or Natal. In Matabeleland, a little 
farther west, Englishmen have lived for 20 
years without once visiting Europe for their 
health. Their children born in the coun- 
try have grown to adult age, married and 
settled, knowing no other home than Afri- 
ca. They live within the tropics, but the 
high elevation of most South Africa ex- 
tends far toward the equator the regions 
where white men may live and thrive. 

Most of the Congo basin is destined to at- 
tract only those white men who are fe- 
quired to superintend enterprises there and 
who will go nogh every few years for re 
cuperation. ‘lAe many white men now on 
the Congo say, however, that as the con- 
veniences of living increase residence there 
will be no more unsafe or uncomfortable 
than it is for north Europeans in Incia. 

Five years ago no one could truthfully 
have asserted that we knew of any part of 
tropical Africa where white colonization 
was practicable. It is now quite certain, 
however, that some limited areas are well 
adapted to be the homes of a considerable 
white population.—New York Sun.

First Women on the English Stage. 

It is only with the restoration drama 
that the annals of actresses on the English 
stage begin. Queen Henrietta Maria, wife 
of Charles I, had early made a vain attempt 
tointroduce the French fashion of female 
players into her adopted country by the es 
tablishment of a French company, com- 
posed only of women, in London. But the 
experimentwas premattire, and the for- 
eigners were hissed and. pelted off the stage 
at their first performance. 

Until 16650 the female parts had always 
been taken by boys, and the custom sur- 
vived even after women had taken their 
place upon the stage, since some of the 
more famous of the boy actors (grown into 
men) continued occasionally to play their 
favorite roles as late as the end of the seven- 
teenth century.
